HAMPTON COURT PALACE. 



Hampton-Court Palace, though not now inhabited by any 
branch of the royal family, has been the favourite residence 
of many sovereigns, and is still one of th^ finest of the royal 
palaces in England. It is situated in the parish of Hampton^ 
in the hundred of Spelthorn, and county of Middlesex. The 
river Thames flows under its walls. It is not more than 
twelve miles from Hyde-Park Corner, and by the Surrey road, 
about fifteen from Cornhill. The antiquity of a part of the 
building, and the splendour of the whole, render it worthy of 
a visit from all stvangers. The learned Grotius has said in 
classic verse, ** that if any Briton was ignorant of the power 
of wealth" (and he rather doubted that there were any such) 
** he ought to reyair to Hampton-Court, where he would find 
a palace, superior to any in the world, and more suited to 
accommodate gpds than kings.'' 

The manor of Hampton, according to Doomsday survey, 
was then held by Walter Fitzother. In the time of Edward 
the Confessor it had been held by an Earl Algar, and was. 
valued at forty pounds per annum. 

In, 1211, Joan, Lady Grey, relict of a Sir Robert Grey, of 
Hampton, left the whole manor and manor-house to the 
knights hospitallers of St. John of Jerusalem, and it remained 
the prope^:ly of these knights till their order was suppressed 
in England, when the/cc became vested in the crown. 

The legend of the parish states, " that Cardinal Wolsey, at 
the summit of bis power, was desirous of building a palace 
suitable to his rank ; but he was equally desirous of enjoying 
health and long lif^, and employed the most eminent physi- 
cians in EjBglaxid, and even called in the aid of learned doctors 
from Padua, to select the most healthy spot within twenty 
miles of London." 
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After a minute inspection, the doctors, it is said, agreed in 
reporting, that the parish of Hampton was the most healthy 
soil, and the springs in Coombe Wood the purest water, within 
the limits assigned for their researches. 

The cardinal, upon the fiiith of their report, bargained with 
the prior of St. John's for a leas« of this manor and manor- 
house, and immediately eominet^cfed building his palace, to 
which he got the water conveyed in pipes from Coombe. 
But when this building was firtished, it was so magnificent, 
that it b^gan, as Stpwe remarlps, "to excite great envy at 
court.'* The king, Henry yiji., was told of the Carditt^rs 
splendid residence, and the next time he appeared at court, 
his Majesty inquired fOr whom he had built so expensive a 
palace. Thojiigh talcen unawares, Wolsey had sufficient pre- 
sence of mind to reply, " For your Majesty;'^ Which, con- 
tinues the legend, gain^ *^*him muclffavoUir.'* 

We learn from Cavendish's history of the cwijiial^ t!mt he 
entertained the French embassy here in 1537^, apd that Wo 
hundred and ei^^hty beds were prepated for th4 adcdnim<ida- 
tion of his guests. ** Every chamber (says tJavendisH) hild a 
bason and ewer of /silver, a great liVery-pot of sfivW,' ati^'somb 
gilt } yea, and some chambers had two tivery-pots^%lth \iirine 
and beere, a boule. and goblet of silver both ^ tlieir wine 
and their bcere, a silver candlestick, both white 'dnd i^a, 
haying in it two sizes and a staffb torch of wnx, a fine man* 
chet and a cheat loaf.^' 

Edward VL jas- born at Hampton-Court palace, I2th 
October, 1537„and his mother. Queen Jane Seymour, died 
here on the, } 4th of the same month. Catherine Howard 
appeared publicly as <][been at Hampton-Court, 8th of August, 
1540; and Catherine Parr was married to the king at this 
palace, anc| . proclaimed queen I2lh of July, 154^ Philip 
and Mary kep); their Christmas here with great solemnity in 
1558; and supped in the great hall, which was illumiiiateil 
with a thousand lamps. Queen Elizabeth kept her Christmas 
at Hampton-Court palace in 157% and again in 1593. Jatnes 
I. took up his residence here soon after bi9 arrival in England* 
Charles I. retired to Hampton«>Court oa a«couat «f (bo plflf tt« 
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in 1625. On the 24th of August, 164;. Charles was brough! 
to thib palace by the army, and kept in a state of splendid 
imprisonment till the lltli of November, when he effected his 
escape. Oliver Cromwell made the palace his residence in 
1656. Charles If. was also fond of Hampton-Court. James 
II. resided here occasionally; but it was William III. who 
made the palace what it now is, and laid out the gardens and 
parks in their present form. Queen Mary, his illustrious con. 
8ort,was very partial to this delightful residence, and both this 
king and queen made it their chief abode. King William 
pulled down three of the original quadrangles and a part of 
the fourth, and employed Sir Christopher Wren to build 
what is now called the Fountain-Court, where all the state 
apartments are. 

Queen Anne, while Princess of Denmark, was delivered of 
the Duke of Gloucester at this palace, 24th July, 1689; she 
resided here occasionally after she came to the crown, as did 
George I. and George II. 

The fountain-court, which forms the modern part of the 
palace, was finished by Sir Christopher Wren, in 1690. It is 
one hundred and ten feet from east to west, and one hundred 
and seventeen from north to south. The king's stairs, lead, 
ing to the state apartments, are on the south side, and. the 
queen'fe stairs on the north side. The king's grand staircase 
was painted by the celebrated Ferrio It represents Apollo 
and the Muses, Pan, Ceres, and others of the gods, with the 
Emperor Julian writing at a table, while Mercury is delivering 
a message from Olympus. 

THE GUARD CHAMBER. 

A magnificent room, sixty feet long, thirty-seven wide, and 
thirty in height ; and the first thing that strikes the attention 
of the visitor is the way in which he sees the muskets, 
halberts, pistols, and swords, dispersed in various figures upon 
the walls, with the daggers, drums, and bandaliers, frontlets^ 
and other pieces of defensive armour, and all in the highest 
order. There are sufficient arm^s here for the equipment of a 
Ihouannd men. The lower panels contain s-^

From this room the visitor will return to the Queen's Staircase, 
and descend into the middle or clock court ; in the archway 
between the first and second court a flight of stone steps

THE GREAT HALL. 

This splendid Gothic hall, designed by Wolsey, and finished by 
Henry VIIL, when Anne Boloyn was in the height of favour, 
is o;ie hundred and six feet long, forty wide, and si^rty hSughr; the 
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roof is very elaborately carved^ and richly decorated with the arms 
and badges of Henry VIII. 

The walls are hung with a tine specimen of atras tapestry in eight 
compartments, the arabesque borders of which are most beautiful'*' 
the subject, the History of Abraham.

llie tapestry at the entrance of the hall is of a mtxch eatlier date, 
the design of the school of Albert Durer, and is in ekbell^Ht pre- 
servation. The subject, Justice and Mercy pleadiilg hefdie Kings 
or Judges ; the inscriptions are in Latin, and in tho aiMilint tihttteh 
text. The translation runs thus : — Lewdness or wiokedn^M, before 
it acquires a character from habit, merits the interl^rend^ Of Joiitioe 
and mercy.— By justice, guilt is menaced with ptuuskm^t, but by 
mercy is made intercession. — Whan blessed fortitude appears in the 
field, sin always is vanquished. — Sin lA .eYeflaatingly {iusiAhad in 
torment by the Virtues, and it never dies.— *8itt waa the elteiiijr of 
the first man: it became deadly and unpardotlablei<^Thii mren 
deadly sins, as they are licentiously prodaeod in tbd world | a^e Bore 
allegorically portrayed. 

At the west-end of the Hall, over the gallery^ is a gfOnp Of drmour, 
halberts^ pikes, and banners* The stained glass window^ b^ Mn 
WillemenU In tlie centre^ a whole4ength portrait of HeAry Y HI., 
and the compartments on each side represdntilig the artns and 
mottoes of his six Queens ; the lower compartments the arms of 
Edward VI., Philip and Mary, and Queen Elizabeth, with the 
Tudor rose, portcullis, and fleur-de-lis. 

THE WITHDRAWING ROOM. 

The walls of this room are covered with tapestry, in gevea emit* 
partmentfj they axe much injured by time^ but the diAWiny k 
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extremely good, tlie costume ettrionfl, and very interesting to the 
antiquarian j the lubjects are— Fame seated on her car drawn' by 
elephants, and Time in a car dravrn by fonr flying horses, the signs 
of the Zodiac and the Hours in swift flight— The Death of Hercules 
--■Peace and War— and the Influence of Destiny, Above the ta- 
pestry are seven very fine Cartoons, painted in (ihiaro-oscuro, by 
Carlo Cignanu

T5E 0ABDEKS. 

The public gardens «re ieparated by an tron fence from what is 
called the Home Par]C| and, including the ground on which the 
Palace stands, are alnut tli^ree milop in cii%umferenee. The avenues 
through the park ai» a^en from tho east frtE»nt of the Palace ; and 
the canal of water* is about thfee-quarters of a mile in length. 
In the private gardens Is tlie celebrated Vine. It if of the black 
Hamburg grape, iHid allowed to be the largest vine In Europe ; it 
frequently bears mote ^an two thousand five hundred bunches. 
FTom the' gardens, awelk through what is called ^e wilderness, 
leads to the Maz9i Qrita^l^inth* 

The State Apartmbiits are open to the pnblie on every day 
of the week, except Friday, when they are closed for the purpose of 
being cleaned. The hours are froi|i 10 o'clock in the morning until 
6 o'clock in the evening, from the let of April to the 1st of October, 
and the remainder of the year from 10 until 4, 

The Vine, in the Private Garden, and the Ma9e,4n the Wilder- 
ness, are open every day until sun-set, and Cor wliich a small fee is 
required by the Gardeners who show them.
